When this Book was publiſh'd, the Prieſts 
in the Country began to rage, eſpecially the 
Prieſt of Wolverhampton, who had a great 
Hand in the ſeveral Troubles I underwent, 
In ſhort, they never ceaſed till they had pro. Wha 
cur'd a large Indi&tment againſt me at Sf. {WM 
ford Aﬀizes ; where I felt the Power of God, Wb! 
enabling me to ſpeak before a very great {Wir 
Number of-People ; being accuſed with He- 
reſy, &c. But I truly anſwered as my be- 
loved Brother Pau! did in his Day, viz. I» 
that Way which ſome call Hereſy, ſo chuſe 1 
to ſerve the God of my Fathers, believing all 
that is written in the Law and the Prophets. 
After the long Indictment was read, I was 
aſk*d if I pleaded guilty, or not guilty. | 
ſaid I was not guilty of any Evil, that I knew 
of, 'in writing that Book 3 which if they 
meant whether I wrote the Book or not, (for 
they had quoted many Pages of the Book 
in that Indiftment,) I own'd 1did write it; 
and that, if T might have Liberty to ſpeak,

- Upon which he 
urn'd towards the Prieſts, and told them 
hat I ought to have had a Copy of it, But 
they not anſwering, he turn'd to me, and 
aid, That if I would give Bail, and be

IMan be bound for me ; that if the Prince of 
ales himſelf would, he ſhould not ; for I 
have an innocent Breaſt,and I have injured no 
Man ; and therefore I deſire no other Favour, 
Ibut that I may have Liberty to plead to the 
Indiatment myſelf. - : 

Upon which he faid, very courteouſly, you 
may.

thon moſt high God, Poſſeſſor of Heaven al 
Earth ; and Abraham ſaid to the King of v1. 
dom, I have lift up my Hand unto the Lord, 
the moſt high God, the Poſſeſſor of Heaven ani 
Earth, &c. they knew nothing of a Trinity, 
nor of God's being a Plurality of Perſons ; 
that monſtruous Doctrine was not then born, 
nor of two Thouſand Years after, till the A- 
potney and Popery began to put up its filthy 


Then I told them, that all the Prophets

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there is no God, 1 know _ not any: 1am the 
Lord, and there is none elſe ; there 1s no God 
beſides me. Iaiah xIv. 5. 
| Now, ſaid I, let God be true, but every 
[Man a Liar, that is, every Man that contra- 
[dicteth him 3 for he is the God of Truth ; he 
lays, 1 lift up my Hand to Heaven, IT ſay, 1 
Live for ever. | TE 
| After I had pleaded many Texts-in the Old 

Teſtament, I begun to enter the New ; and 
Itold them, , that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the 2 
Prophet, like unto Moſes, held forth the q 
[{\.me Dodtrine as Meſes had done ; for when | 
ja certain Ruler came to ask him which was 
[the firſt and great Commandment, (or how 
the expounded it) he told him the ſame Words 
las Moſes had-ſaid. Hear O Iſrael, the Lord thy 
[God 75 one Lord, not three, and thou 
ſhalt love the Lord thy God with als thy Heart, 
| &c, And the Scribe ſaid, thou haſt anſwer*d 
right, for there ts but one God, and there ts 
no other but he, &c, then I mentioned+ the 
Words of Chriſt, in the xv1iith of Jobnand 3. 
as very remarkable, and worthy of all their 
Obſervation: This is Life eternal, to know thee 
the only true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom thou 
baſt ſent. And then I turn'd my Face dire&- 
ly to the Prieſts (my Proſecutors, who all 
ſtood on the right Side of the Judge.) Now 
laid I, ſince the Lips of the bleſſed Jeſus,

Andccall no Man Maſter, for oil 
zs your Maſter, even Chriſt, From hence, 
faid I, I deduce this natural Inference, That 
in all Things that are of a ſpiritual Nature, 
we ought to take our Religion from God and 
- his Prophets, from Chriſt and his Apoſtles 
It will be too long to mention all the Texts 
ard Proofs that I made uſe of ; I will only 
add one or two, as that of Pay!, 1 Cor. vil. 
4, 5, 6. Where the Apoſtle tells us, 7bere ! 
20 other God but one, © for tho*, there be thit 
are called God, as there is Gods many, id 
Lords many, both in Heaven and in Earth ; bit 
to us there is but one God the Father, 


whom are all Things : So that I told —_ 
| er 
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here was 2 plain Demonſtration : For he ſays; 


there is but one God ;, and tells us who thar 
Ine God is, that is, the Father. And there- 
fore no other Perſon could be God but the 
Father only ; and what I had wrote in my 
Book was the plain 'Frath, and founded on 
God's own Words, Thou ſhalt have no other 
Gods but me. | 

In ſhort, I could plainly perceive there 
was a general Convincement through the 
Court ; the Judge and Juſtices of the Peace 
Kid not like the Proſecution ; but ſaw plain- 
ly, that out of Envy the Prieſts had done it, 1 
then began to ſet before them the odious Na» 
ture of that Hell-born Principle of Perſecu- 
tion, and that it was hatch'd in Hell ; that it

to be an honeſt Man; and what TI ſay, [i 
ſpeak not by Hear-ſay, but Experience fat 
I was his next Door Neighbour three Years, 
Alſo, another Juſtice ſpoke to the fame Ei: 
fect. Then the Judge ſpoke to me ; Mr 
Elwall, T perceive you have ſtudied very 
deeply into this Controverſy ; but have you 
ever conſulted any of our reverend Clergy 
and Biſhops of the Church of England.

Ito me, he refer*d me to Acts of Parliament, 
Wind Declarations of State, £r. whereas I told 
the Biſhop, in one of my Letters, that I won- 
der'd a Man of his natural and acquired: Abi- 
Jities, ſhould be ſo weak as to turn me over 
Fro human Authorities, in Things of a divine 
E Nature; for tho? in all Things that are of a 
| temporal Nature, and concern the civil So- 

ciety, 1 will be fubjeft to every Ordinance of

King upon the Throne, down to the mean- 
eſt Officer in the Land; but in Things 
that are of a ſpiritual Nature, and concern 
| my Faith, my Worſhip. of God, and future
